The oil industry has had plenty of oppor 
tunities to profiteer on gasoline with sound 
business reasons to back it, and it hasn't done 
it. The steady price of that product which 
has been maintained for the past few years

\gain the Federal Trade Commission says 
in its report: 

“Enormous profits are now being made in 
fuel oil, with the advantage to the refiner that 
the high price of that product meets no pop 
ular challenge” and again “but now fuel oil 
is a very profitable product” to the refiner. 

As a matter of fact the price of fuel oil 
now 1s ranging less than the cost of its raw 
material at the well. For three months this 
winter Pennsylvania fuel oil reached a point of 
some profit, the highest price recorded being 
12% cents but it was there for only a week 
or ten days and then fell rapidly back, yet at 
that high figure it was only 2% cents a gallon 
above the cost of crude at the refinery. Okla- 
homa fuel oil was never netting the refiner 
much over $1 a barrel at his refinery and that 
price covered the tank car expense, and the 
refiner had to furnish the tank car. That is 
just half of what the crude oil cost him. At 
the present time Oklahoma fuel oil, plus the 
tank car expense and the freight, is selling in 
the Cleveland, Ohio, market, for instance, at 
less than the cost of Oklahoma crude at the 
well, and Pennsylvania fuel oil is selling at the 
refinery today at less than the cost of crude.

WASHINGTON, July 1.—As far as 


the navy is concerned, some few com- 





plaints made by oil companies of delay 
in getting their pay after ‘deliveries of oil 
to the Government have been caused 
by the fact the price of fuel oil the 
Government is to pay has not been 
finally settled upon and such payments 
as are made to the oil companies for 
deliveries of this product can be con 
sidered as payments on account. It is 
known that Oil Director Requa is con- 
sidering the matter of fuel oil prices at 
present, and it is believed an agreement 
between the Government and the oil 
companies will shortly be announced 
As far as is known there have been no 
delays on the part of the Navy Depart 
ment in settling for purchases of petro- 
With 


the price definitely settled upon for that 


leum products other than fuel oil 


product, it is unlikely there will be any 
cause for further complaints on the part 
of the oil companies. 

This is the belief of those familiar 
with the policy and efficiency of the 
navy’s disbursing department as worked 
out under Rear-Admiral Samuel Mc- 
Gowan, Paymaster-General of the Navy 
It is the policy of Admiral McGowan 
to pay all the navy’s bills if possible, 
the day they are received. In the case 
of fuel oil, payments are made through 
the Navy Disbursing Office at Wash- 
ington, these payments being largely 
made the day of receipt of the bill. 

Admiral McGowan has made public 
the statement he invites correspondence 
with any oil company having a com- 
plaint as to delay in payment for stuff 


delivered to the navy.
